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Air Pollution 


Standards Set 


By Government 


Regulations Will 
Apply to 1968 
Model Automobiles 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government moves closer today 
to national control of the air 
polluting materials which spew 
from cars and light trucks. 


Proposed federal 
standards, 


to start with 1968 models, are 
being published in the Federal 
Register. 


Suggested changes 
can be 


made during the following 30 
days. 


Then 
the 
Department 
of 


Health, Education, and Welfare 
will 
make any revisions it 


deems necessary, and publish 
the regulations in the Register 
to take effect immediately. 


"With these standards," Wel- 


fare Secretary John W. Gardner 
said, "we will take an important 
step toward controlling pollution 
from the naton's greatest single 
source of air pollution." 


Similar Standards 


The 
secretary 
noted 
that 


similar standards already have 
been adopted in California start- 
ing with 1966 vehicles. 


But a department statement 


said air pollution research indi- 
cates automotive pollutants con- 
tribute to eye and throat irrita- 
tion and possibly to major res- 
piratory diseases in all parts of 
the country. 


And it said studies also have 


shown vegetation and property 
damage attributable to 
such 


pollution in 27 states and the 
District of Columbia. 


The federal rules would apply 


to all gasolline-powered automo- 
biles and light trucks, whether 
manufactured 
in or imported 


into the United States.^ 


They were developed - follow- 


ing this year's passage of the 
clean - air 
act 
amendments 


which authorized regulation ol 
vehicle discharges believed a 
hazard to health or welfare. 


Maximum Rate 


Among other things, the pro- 


posed standards would set max- 
imum allowable rates for the 
discharge of two major automo- 
ative air pollutants — hydrocar- 
bons and carbon monoxide. Hy- 
drocarbons are a major ingredi- 
ent in the formation of smog, 
carbon monoxide is a lethal gas 


Less stringent standards were 


developed for smaller engines, 
including the small 
imported 


cars, because they discharge 
smaller volume of pollutants 
than the larger engines, the de- 
partment said. 


Gardner warned that stiffer 


controls will be needed before 
1980 when motor vehicles will be 
so numerous as to make the 
present standards inadequate.

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Moisture frequent Wood Enemy 
Carefu! Planning Can Half Decay 


BY COURTNEY SCHWERT 
Outajamie County 4-H Club Agent 


Wood decay is one reason 


many buildings require repair a 
few years after they are build. 
Careful planning and good con- 
struction will eliminate it. 


Building materials can deteri- 


orate when exposed to adverse 
weather 
conditions. 
Moisture 


can cause wood to decay, and 
metal to rust and corrode. Even 
concrete can crack when sat- 
urated with water and frozen. 


Decay in wood is caused by a 


fungus. It attacks the wood 
when its moisture content is 
more than 20 per cent. The 
fungus 
also requires 
warm 


temperatures and air. In most 
cases you cannot control air and 
tv'perature. But controlling the 
moisture content in wood is a 


fairly easy and effective way to 
control decay. 
j 


Moisture control also prevents 


attacks by subterranean ter- 
mites which require moisture to 
live. Dry conditions in 
the 


building will discourage them. 


When building on top of or 


near the side of a former 
building, remove all old wood 
and debris. In some cases you 
might have to treat the soil with 
chemicals to prevent a termite 
buildup. 


Wood will usualy contain less 


than 15 per cent moisture when 
protected 
from 
rainfall 
and 


moisture condensation. To keep 
wood at this level, put vapor 
barriers on the warm side of 
moisture in the warm air from 
exterior walls. This will prevent 


condensing inside the walls. 


Attic and crawl spaces should 


also be ventilated. Shields or 
treated wood will protect wait 
sills that touch damp floors. 
Make sure the building has good 
drainage so water won't collect 
around the foundation. 


To supplement these construc- 


tion tips, you should regularly 
inspect wood buildings for signs 
of decay. Prompt attention will 
often prevent extensive damage 
and repairs and assure a longer 
life for the building.

Standards Set 


By Government 


Regulations Will 
Apply to 1968 
Model Automobiles 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government moves closer today 
to national control of the air 
polluting materials which spew 
from cars and light trucks. 


Proposed federal standards, 


to start with 1968 models, are 
being published in the Federal 
Register. 


Suggested changes can be 


made during the following 30 
days. 


Then 
the 
Department 
of 


Health, Education, and Welfare 
will make 
any revisions 
it 


deems necessary, and publish 
the regulations in the Register 
to take effect immediately. 


"With these standards," Wel- 


fare Secretary John W. Gardner 
said, "we will take an important 
step toward controlling pollution 
from the naton's greatest single 
source of air pollution." 


Similar Standards 


The 
secretary 
noted 
that 


similar standards already have 
been adopted in California start- 
ing with 1966 vehicles. 


But a department statement 


said air pollution research indi- 
cates automotive pollutants con- 
tribute to eye and throat irrita- 
tion and possibly to major res- 
piratory diseases in all parts of 
the country. 


And it said studies also have 


shown vegetation and property 
damage 
attributable 
to such 


pollution in 27 states and the 
District of Columbia. 


The federal rules would apply 


to all gasolline-powered automo- 
biles and light trucks, whether 
manufactured in or imported 
into the United States. 


They were developed follow- 


ing this year's passage of the 
clean - air 
act 
amendments 


which authorized regulation of 
vehicle discharges believed a 
hazard to health or welfare. 


Maximum Rate 


Among other things, the pro- 


posed standards would set max- 
imum allowable rates for the 
discharge of two major automo- 
ative an\ pollutants — hydrocar- 
bons and carbon monoxide. Hy- 
drocarbons are a major ingredi- 
ent in the formation of smog, 
carbon monoxide is a lethal gas. 


Less stringent standards were 


developed for smaller engines, 
including the small imporlec 
cars, because they discharge 
smaller volume of pollutants 
than the larger engines, the de- 
partment said. 


Gardner warned that stiffer 


controls will be needed before 
1980 when motor vehicles will be 
so numerous as to make the 
present standards inadequate.

And with the money he earns 


there by singing popular bal- 
lads, he buys paint to dress up 
his church and make it a more 
attractive place for people to 
come. 


Father Knight started out by 


running amateur theatricals. He 
organized a company, composed 
largely of 
Anglican 
clergy, 


which has performed for prison- 
ers in grim old Wormwood 
Scrubs Jail. Then, although he 
never had voice training, he took 
up singing in the local saloons, 
which were always more crowd- 
ed than his church. 


Cherubic Figure 


Against the background noise 


of a cracked piano, the clinking 
of glasses and sometimes 
rousing chorus, he belts out olc 
refrains. His cherubic figure, in 
rusty black cassock, is welcome 
almost everywhere. And plenty 
of coins go jingling in the 
church collection box. 


"Fridays, Saturdays and Sun 


days are my best nights," he 
says. -"Usually I can take twice 
sometimes three times, wha 
I get in church on Sunday. The 
Bishop of Stepheny asked me if 
was doing it only for the money 
I told him it was a way of meet 
ing the people too — people 
never see in church." 


I spent a Friday evening with 


Father Knight. He sang fou 
songs in the crowded Roya

Father Knight says he'd like 


to do comedy too "but it's hard 
to find the right vein that would 
go down in a pub without dis- 
gracing me." 


Hardly anyone seems offend- 


ed at the vicar raising money 
for the church in saloons. 


"One or two have thought it 


rather a pity I do this kind oi 
thing, but they've made no real 
objection," Father Knight said 
"And the Bishop of London 
asked me about it and seemed 
almost encouraging." 


The vicar says he avoids 


frying to put a church message 
over in the pubs. 


"But people sometimes start

Supply Bottleneck in Viet Nam 


Senator Stennis' preparedness subcom- 


mittee is going to take a new look at 
shortages of war materials in Viet Nam 
and the transportation 
bottleneck there 


which is mainly responsible 
for those 


shortages. 


The United Stales has a 9,000-mile 


supply line to the battlefront in Viet Nam, 
but it isn't the length of the line which is 
causing the problem. It's the bottleneck at 
the end of the line, in (he ports of Viet 
Nam and in the poor transportation system 
from the ports to the front. 


Time Magazine recites that in one 


recent week 92 ships stood to in Viet Nam's 
six major ports, but only 40 of them were 
being unloaded: the rest lay idly at anchor. 
Some 40 more vessels were being held in 
the 
Philippines, 
Okinawa 
and 
Japan 


awaiting their turn to unload. The average 
wait for a ship to be unloaded is 22 days at 
Saigon, 31 at Cam Ranh Bay, and 40 at 
Da Nang. 


The U.S.S. Kimbro set sail twice from 


the Philippines for Viet Nam with a cargo 
of rockets, bombs and 175 mm shells, but 


both times was ordered back for lack of 
dock space. When the supply ship finally 
made it on the third try it was just in 
time. Troops were running low on 175 mm 
ammo. 


When the ships are finally unloaded 


there are further bottlenecks. Warehouse 
space in the port cities is short. Because of 
a lack of cold-storage facilities near the 
troops, 200,000 choice steaks plus moun- 
tains of fresh eggs and vegetables are 
stored in Saigon while most American 
soldiers eat C rations. 


Most of Viet Nam's road and railroad 


transportation 
has 
been 
put 
out of 


commission by the Viet Cong so goods 
must be moved up the coast in World War 
II LST's. Currently only 14 LST's are on 
the job. 


Our Defense Department is redoubling 


its efforts to break this bottleneck. The 
current target date for 
blasting 
the 


pipeline clear is March, 1966. But it is 
obvious that there cannot be any greatly 
increased troop buildup 
in Viet Nam 


beyond current levels until more supplies 
can get through to them. 


DiSalle Fights the Death Penalty 


The argument against capital punish- 


ment has found no stauncher advocate than 
the former 
governor of Ohio, Michael 


DiSalle. It is also quite likely that DiSalle 
Is no longer governor because of his 
unrelenting stanrl against his Q™n state's 
law permitting the death penalty. 


DiSalle argues that he and those who 


agree with him are not visionaries. "Death- 
penalty abolitionists have never advocated 
the abolition of punishment. Nor have they 
denied that certain criminals should be 
separated permanently from society, nor 
doubted that'some are not capable of being 
rehabilitated." But. writes DiSalle in his 
book The Power of Life and Death, "the 
death penalty solves nothing. It treats 
symptoms, 
ignoring 
the 
disease, 
the 


primary causes of crime. It eliminates the 
possibility of rehabilitation, thus denying a 
second chance to the potentially useful 
citizen. Capital punishment becomes mere- 
ly a communal expression of vengeance—a 
debasing passion in any society that calls 
itself civilized." 


In Wisconsin we have little need to 


belabor the opposition to capital punish- 
ment since we do not countenance it nor 
has 
there 
ever 
been 
any 
particular 


pressure to re-establish the law which 
existed only a short time in the state. But, 
despite increasing moves in many states to 
abolish the death penally, almost always 
allowed only for premediated murder but 
in some southern states also possible for 
rape, the United States Congress last 
summer enacted a special law for those 
who assassinate major federal officials. It 
carries the death penalty and can only be 
regarded as reaction to the murder of 
President Kennedy.

A particularly vicious crime naturally

The ancient Romans began 


their new year in March — 
hence, such words as Septem- 
ber, October, November and 
December, meaning the 7th, 
8th, 9th and 10th months, had 
a rational meaning. 


The Moslem world begins its 


new year also in the spring — 
usually in late April, with the 
precise date fluctuating as our 
Easter does. The Jews, both 
ancient and modern, celebrate 
it in the fall — which, like 
spring, also makes more sea- 
sonal sense than our arbitrary 
date of January 1. 


Anyone in the Western world 


today who suggested that we 
change it would be met with 
horrified 
objections by 
the 


"traditionalists." But the fact 
is that January 1 has marked 
the new year in the Christian 
world for only 200 years or so 
— and it has absolutely no 
cultural or genuinely religious 
significance. 


Since the beginning of the 


Christian Era. the date of New 
Year's Day has changed five 
times. It did not become 
January 1 until 1752, when the 
reformed, or Gregorian, cal- 
endar was adopted in England. 


At first, it was celebrated on 


Christmas 
Day 
(which 
in 


itself, by the way, was origi- 
nally celebrated on Jan. *, not 


on Dec. 25). Then it was 
moved to Easter Day. For a 
time, May 1 was considered as 
New Year's Day. Then it was 
changed again to Lady Day, 
March 25, which date remain- 
ed the beginning of the civil 
and 
legal year 
for many 


centuries. 


A new year, to have psy- 


chological and religious value, 
should 
be 
attuned 
to the 


rhythm and course of Nature. 
It should arrive either in the 
spring, which is a renewal, or 
in the fall, which is a decay 
and promise of rebirth. It 
should make us keenly aware 
of our mortality, as part of the 
endless circle of Nature. 


Instead, our New Year's 


Day is a "civil" holiday in 
which incivility kills hundreds 
of drunken drivers and their 
innocent victims; a "legal" 
holiday in which taxes and 
payments 
and 
profits and 


losses are juggled and com- 
puted; a holiday of spurious 
joviality and frantic activity 
and 
trivial resolutions and 


hats and horns and hangovers. 


The deeper meaning of a 


New Year is as lost in-this 
insensate turmoil as the mean- 
ing of Christ's Mass is lost in 
the frenetic spirit of Christ- 
mas. And maybe that is the 
unconscious purpose of all the 
hoop-la — to forget the very 
event that is supposed to be 
remembered.
